Citrus Losses Offset 


The April report of the agricultural department of the Los 


Angeles chamber of commerce is a most encouraging resume of 


conditions in Southern California. 


summarizing the report has the following to say: 
‘Better prices for the coming citris crop, it is revealed 
by an analysis of this report, will in all probability result in 
a bigger total money return for the growers this year than 
last—despite losses of fruit and temporary damage to trees 


in the cold spells of January. 


Equally encouraging are 


tabulations of studies by official agencies, citrus groups 
and the department itself, showing that the toll of the 


frosts Was considerably overestimated in the first place. 
“Agricultural conditions generally in the Southland, 

the chamber of commerce investigations show, are the most 

promising in years, the outlook being for better than nor- 


mal yields in most field and orchard crops. 


This happy 


state of affairs can be attributed principally to the good 
seasonal rainfall, which has amounted to an average of 
22.13 inches for the Los Angeles coastal area and has run 
to over 30 inches in the foothill sections. 

“Avocado losses from low January temperatures, like 
those of citrus, are now known to have been put too high. 


Injured trees have perked up so generally as to figure neg- 
ligibly. Loss of fruit on the trees, originally estimated at 
half, has shrunk under eareful examination to a third. 


Price prospects are reassuring. 
“The eold snaps, incidentally, were just what the hor- 
tieultural doctor would have ordered for deciduous fruits. 


Nippy weather made for a degree of dormancy that is good 
for them, gave them a ‘rest,’ as the orchardists say. Every- 
where, they are showing ‘sets’ so heavy as to have old- 
timers marveling. Walnut growers are looking for a record 
crop; the chamber guess is for 200,000 bags more in the 
state as a whole than has ever been produced before. The 


erop, fortunately, will reach a market free of carry-over. 
“Some of the field crops are late, due to delayed plant- 


ing, but soil conditions couldn't be better. 
in several are to be expected. 


Bumper yields 
The lush condition of pas- 


turage and range has stock men rejoicing. 

“Southern Californians will naturally derive more sat- 
isfaction from the revised story of the citrus situation than 
anything else, but the whole agricultural outlook is one 
conducive to unqualified optimism,” 


While this report is very encouraging as a whole; there are 
some citrus growers who lost practically their whole crop— 
due to the fact that they did not have heaters in their oreh- 


ards. 


To a number of such the loss is very great—especially 


im the case of lemons, as it will be some time before they pro- 


duce another crop.

Following the luncheon 
the Rotarians were ccnducted 
through the hospital and shown 
the splendid equipment and facil- 
ities, ag well as the splendid er- 
sonnel, which are equaled by @ 
very few hospitals in Southern 
California. Two excellent now 
wards have been fitted up during 
the past year and _ considerable 
other equipment added to the 
hospital. 

Giving a realistic touch to the 
environment today was the ar- 
rival in the Stcne ambulance of 
about a dozen Ontario Rotarians 
“patched up” in various w2ys-— 
some with heads and faces band- 
adged, one with crutches, anoth- 
er carricd from the ambulance 
on a cot, etc. 

‘Chas. Barr, president of the 
hospital board and member of 
the Upland Rotary club, made a 
short talk after luncheon, as did 
also Dr. Aita, who after being 
pres:nted by Rotary President 
R. C. Stone, announced that all 
money paid in fines would g0 
toward buying equipment for the 
reception room of the hospital. 
About $65 was turned over for 
that purpose. 

Rotarians were presented with 
a picture of the hospital, togeth- 
er with the following interesting 
information regarding the institu- 
tion: 

There were 49,807 meals Se€rv- 
ed in 1936 as compared with 42,611 
for 1935. 

The payroll for 1936 was $31,- 
645 as compared with $25,537 
for 1935. 

1,405 patients were admitted 
in 1936, and 1,214 in 1935. 

The average stay in the hospi- 
tal of a patient is 7.2 days as 
compared with 6.5 days in 1935. 

There were born 173 babies— 
93 boys and 80 girls—as compar- 
ed with 150 babies in 1935—85 
boys and 65 girls. 

Accident cases cared for total- 
ed 276, and the percentage col- 
lected from these cases as of 
Dec. 31, 1936, is 58.5 per cent. 

A total of $8,079.02 was spent 
for new equipment and improve- 
ments during the year. 

The increase of cost of opera- 
tion over 1935 was $11,475. 

It casts over $200 to operate 
the hospital each 24 hours.
